The Boston Globe, Sunday, began a long need- 
ed review of the state of education in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, during which it 
made a statement which is worthy of repetition, 
viz: "For example, Wilmington, a prosperous 
town with new space-age industries, gets about 
$55 per pupil in state school aid compared to 
$36 per pupil for Lawrence, a typical slow-mo- 
ving Bay State city.” 

That statement of course can lead to all 
types of thoughts about’our town - educational- 
ly and otherwise. 

Our only remark at the moment about educa- 
tion in Wilmington is to again register our 
satisfaction in the capabilities of our Super- 
intendent of Schools, Harold S. Shea. Mr Shea 
is a thoroughly trained and highly imaginative 
educator who knows what he is doing, and the 
improvement in the Wilmington Public Schools, 
which we noted last year, continues apace. 

But, although the Boston Globe is pleased to 
call Wilmington a "highly prosperous" town 
there are things in this town that makes a per- 
son wonder. 

Why, for instance, (to use a metaphor), is 
Wilmington still thought of as a town that is 
"on the other side of the railroad tracks"? 

Why is a house that is worth $15,000 in wil- 
mington worth $18,000 in Reading, and $20,000 
in Winchester? 

Why should land in Wilmington, on the newest 
superhighway, be worth only about half as much 
as land in Natick, which is a similar distance 
from Boston?

TOWN NOTES 


School Lunches 

We are told that some of the 
newer children in the public 
schools are not availing them- 
selves of the school lunch 
program, and that in the Bout- 
well School this is particu-

It would seem that mothers 
who have never had children in

A school lunch costs 25 cents 
and desert costs another ni- 
ckle, In the 25 cent charge 
a bottle of milk is included, 

In the event, as sometimes 
happens, that a child should 
@rop his tray, it is replaced 
without charge, and without 
any scolding or fuss. In other 
words the diffident youngster 
gets only encouragement. 

The Town Crier prints the 
menues, for both the High and 
Elementary schools, each week, 
for the week which follows, so 
that each mother can tell 
ahead of time what her child 
will be eating each day. 
Elementary schools serving 
lunches are the Wildwood, Glen 
Road and Boutwell.

Benjamin &. Waters, 98-year- 
old Marion, Mass. resident was 
officially made a Telephone 
Pioneer at that organization’ s 
Fiftieth Anniversary Assembly 
in Boston, Waters, the world’s 


newest Pioneer, is also its 
oldest. 
Waters, who joined the tele- 


Phone business in 1878, ‘re- 
tired’ in 1906, five years be- 
fore the Telephone Pioneer or- 
ganization was born in Boston, 
The Telephone Pioneers of 
America, with over 200,000 
members, is the largest organ- 
ization of its kind in the 
world, It is composed of em- 
Ployees who have been in the 
telephone business for 21 
years or more, Their principal 
activity is community service. 
A contemporary of many tele- 
phone greats, he remembers 
travelling to Boston to the 
old Pearl Street headquarters 
building where he met and talk 
ed with Alexander Graham Bell 
and Thomas A. Edison, who were 
both visiting there that day. 
At that time, there were only 
five wire circuits from Boston 
to New York. 

Mr. Waters worked in New Bed- 
ford for the Southern Massach- 
usetts Telephone Company when 
there were only 25 subscribers 
who went by names and not tele 
Phone numbers, He dug postholes 
from Marion Depot to the old 
Marion Post Office and ‘climb- 
ed every pole from Wareham to 
Provincetown, Mass, 


Always interested in his home 
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town community activities, mr. | 


Waters for years served as 
Town Selectman and also organ- 
ized and developed the Marion 
Gas Company. He also sponsored 
the Town’s water and sewerage 
systems and was instrumental 
in forming a fire department 
there in 1898. 

Ben Waters, 98-year-old Mar- 
ion, Mass., resident, learns 
hes just been made a Telephone 
Pioneer, Waters, a contempor- 
ary of both Alexander Graham 
Bell and Thomas Edison, retir- 
ed five years before the Pion- 
eer organization began.

WANTS TO ESTABLISH 
PRIVATE DUMP AT BENEVENTOS 

Nicholas De Felice, acting in 
his private capacity as the 
owner of a trucking company 
requested, before the Board of 
Health, Monday evening, that a 
private dump be allowed in the 
Benevento Gravel Pit, in North 
Wilmington. He was referred to 
the Board of Appeals, as the 
first step towards establish- 
ing such a dump, 

De Felice was accompanied by 
Carl Wall, a chemist for Good- 
all-Sanford, of Reading. 

Goodall-Sanford is the manu- 
facturer of a material which 
is in essence a substitute 
leather, and is seeking a 
place where unwanted scraps 
may be disposed of. 

The material will not deter- 
ioate in water, Wall told the 
board, and is of a molecular 
construction as to preclude 
breakdom. It will not catch 
on fire in temperatures of 
less than 700 degrees, 
Benevento’s gravel pit was 
chosen,De Felice said, because 
there are holes there that can 
be well filled with such a 
material, and it is not too 
far distant from the Reading 
plant of Goodall-Sanford, 

Only the one material would 


be taken to this dump, if esta- 


blished, and only from the one 
De Felice told the 


company, 
board, 
Samples of the material were 
taken by the Board of Health 
for the purpose of testing, to 
ensure that the Wilmington wa- 
ter supply, 
downstream on Martin’s Brook 
would not be adversely affect- 
ed.
